One woman who called the Ration Counter yesterday had heard 
that to register a new baby it was necessary to send his birth cer- 
tificate to the ration board together with the application. OPA 
Goes! not require this to be done, however. 

Babies receive their ration books in exactly the same way that 
everyone else does, although application for their books should be 
made within 3@days after the baby is born.

Prison Misrule 

The revelations now being made concerning 
conditions in the Georgia state prison, Tattnall, 
during the recent Talmadge administration, are 
shocking enough in bald fact, but far more 
shocking in the implications between the lines. 

For any prison conducted as has been Tatt- 
nall, where it is apparent the convicts them- 
selves were the dominant factor, must Nave 
been a place of unmentionable horrors for all 
save the most hardboiled inmates. Imagination 
can paint a picture of what conditions must 
have been, but it is doubtful if imagination can 
equal in horror the truth. 


Illicit distilleries for the making of liquor 
have been discovered in the prison. Two large 
ones and many smaller. So-called “trusties” 
were entrusted with the duties which should 
have been performed by guards. False economy 
reduced the number of guards from 60 to 35. 
And, dramatically illustrative of laxity is the 
fact that convicts were able to devote many 
days to the job of sawing through supposedly 
“case-hardened” steel vars in preparation lor 
last week, without 


the wholesale escapes of 


detection. 

It is always true that where there is laxity 
in any degree, in such institutions, there is 
serious mismanagement under cover. There 
were evidences of such laxity long before the 
prison break focused public attention on the 
Institution. 

There was the practice of giving to former 
Governor Talmadge, when he was in Office, 
products of the prison farm. There is the state- 
mént that members of the state prison com- 
mission have made but cursory and infrequent 
inspections of the prison. There are other 
evidences, all indicating that something serious 
has been wrong at the place. 

It is important that those escaped prisoners 
still at large be recaptured. But this fades into 
insignificance compared to the importance of 
a complete change in methods of operation 
and of control of the prison. 

Warden Duvall has not had time to show 
what he can do, and in the short period of 
his incumbency he has been helplessly handi- 
capped by conditions he inherited. Sufficient 
guards, all of them competent, trained and 
trustworthy should be furnished at once. Work 
sufficient to keep all inmates occupied should 
Other the better

WASHINGTON PARADE

WHAT OF LUFTWAFFE? WASHINGTON, April 20.—Fo 


many months Allied military 
leaders have been puzzled over the strange inactivity of the vaunted 
German air force. 

What has happened to Marshal Goering’s famed Luftwaffe has 
io been a mystery of the first magnitude. We only 
knew that it had practically disappeared from 
the skies. Bombing attacks on Britain have all 

but ceased for more than a year. 

We knew, also, that orders have been issued 
by Goering for German planes not to engage in 
combat with American and British fighter craft 
over Europe. Our fighters have been given a 
free rein to fly over Europe pretty much as 
they pleased. Nothing short of an Allied 
bomber was enough to tempt the Germans into 
the air. Their efforts in Europe have been 
directed solely at our bombers. 

Not even in Russia or in Africa has the Luft- 
waffe been in evidence to any marked degree. 
Rommel was denied the air protection he so 

sorely needed when General Montgomery started him on the run at 
El Alamein. In the present battle of Tunisia we have been able 
to maintain an undisputed air superiority over the Germans, de- 
Spite the fact that Axis bases in Sicily and Italy are close at hand. 

Various explanations of the situation have been put forward 
by the air experts in recent months. Some ventured the opinion 
that the Germans were deliberately conserving their forces in order 
to meet the invasion attempt we are certain to make against the 
continent of Europe sooner or later. 


SOLVING MYSTERY Others have suggested that the Ger- 


mans were retooling their plants for 
newer and more powerful types of warplanes. Even this, however, 
did not jibe with reports on the size of the German air force at the 
time war broke out. 

After a long period of inquiry, Allied intelligence services be- 
lieve they have now solved the mystery. We are convinced that 
the decline in German air power is genuine—not due to fuel short- 
ages, lack of lubricants, or retooling. These may have been con- 
tributing factors, but they are minor. 

Neither is there any information that Hitler has a powerful 
hidden air force in reserve. He probably has more than his front- 
line operations show, but none of the information Allied intelli- 
gence has developed indicates that he has enough forces left to give 
us serious concern. 

PRIMARY CAUSE The latest S*iformed opinion is that the 

Slump in German air power is attributed 
to one primary cause—defeats and the attrition of three and a half 
years of war, plus the damage inflicted on Nazi air factories by the 
heavy bombing raids the British have been conducting during the 
past year. 

At the beginning of the war the Germans encouraged the belief 
that they had a huge force of upwards of 30,000 planes in reserves. 
Their monthly production capacity was put at 5,000 planes. 

Allied sources are now convinced that these figures were grossly 
exaggerated, They were probably put out purposely by the Nazis 
for propaganda effect—lies deliberately circulated to terrorize their 
CMECMIICS, 

PRODUCTION SLUMP Officials believe that German pro- 
duction of planes has now fallen well 
below 2,000 a month. Destruction of a few key factories in the 
areas bombed by the British would be capable of causing bottle- 
necks that could throw the whole Nazi production off base. The 
British. have sought targets of the kind from the start. 
. If the 2,000 figure is correct, German production of aircraft today 
is only a fraction of what it is in both the United States and Britain. 
Neither is it up to the output achieved by the Russians. 

Thus all three of the major Allied countries have. individually, 
an estimated higher plane production than the Germans. It spells 
the inevitable doom of the Nazis in the air. Nazi air power is now 
and has been for months a wasting institution. It should be only 
a matter of time before we rid the skies of their planes. That will 


be the beginning of the end for the Axis. 

PROSPECTS Many competent air experts expect that we will 
| be able to smash the German air force this vear. 

Certainly we should be able to destroy its offensive power. After 

that is accomplished the next step will be to reduce German power 

to operate over its own territory defensively. 

Judging by the record, German offensive air power has almost 
been destroyed already. Here is the record of bombing operations 
of Germany and Britain in relation to each other since 1940: The 
Germans dropped 42,000 tons of bombs on Britain in 1940. 24.000 
tons in 1941, and 3,000 tons in 1942. Their operations thus far this 
year have been negligible. By contrast, the British dropped 13,000 
tons of bombs on Nazi-occupied Europe in 1940. 31.000 tons in 
1941, and 50,000 tons last year. There has been no lessening of 
their pace in 1943 

And the huge air force the United States is developing has not 
really let loose on Germany yet. They are yet to get a full taste 
of our bombs. : | 
NAZI DAYS NUMBERED The days of the Nazis are num- 
bered. Henceforth they are faced 
with the necessity of fighting three nations, each of which has a 
greater air force than anything Goering has ever been able to put 
together. 

With that sort of an outlook, there can be no question of the 
ultimate outcome of the war.

FORTRESS OF FOOD ‘THOMSON, Ga., April 20—I had 
wondered what had happened to 


those few remaining fortresses of food now that rationing had come, 
There are not many of them left, but those that remain are the best. 
I refer, of course, to those so-called country hotels which made 
their reputation on food. 

They. served it forth in great abundance and in quality The 
cooks took pride in the fact that the guests 
always ate too much and went away from the 
table with a numb but satisfied expression on 
their faces. Now and then the cooks used to 
come to the door just to peer in, leaving the 
smoke of frying chicken and the aroma of 
vegetables behind, just to watch some unusually 
good trencherman store it away. 

They would go back chuckling to their skil- 
lets and their pots, putting on more chicken 
and more vegetables; shoving pans of biscuits 
into the oven. 

No one ever made a dent in the supply. 

Their food was—and is—good food. I recall 
visiting one such hotel and counting ten vege- 
tables. six meats, including chicken, and in- 
numerable jellies, preserves, and fruits on the 
table. ‘ 

They all knew how to fry chicken. Not 
many hotels do. The roadside, chicken places, 
I am sure, used to fry their chicken in oil drained from old crank- 
cases. The average city hotel either does not have cooks who 
know how to fry chicken or they do not have time to do a good job. 

I could understand how southern cooking got a bad name. All 
the roadside joints we had, such as “Joe’s Place,” “Bill’s Bar-B-Q,” 
“Chick’s Chicken Shack,” and innumerable “Dew Drop Inns,” sent 
the touring Yankee away for a bicarbonate of soda and fixed in his 


mind the belief that southern cooking was barbarous and vile. 
THE KNOX HOTEL ! guess the most famous one in Georgia 
was, and is, the Knox hotel at Thomson. 


It has been a hotel since 1850 and for the past 93 years it has been 
famous for food. 

Back in the horse-and-buggy days the drummers used to swear 
at their horses for being so slow getting to the Knox hotel. In 
modern times travelers in the know and salesmen wise in the 
knowledge of good hotels and food, all stepped on the gas to make 
sure of getting to the Knox hotel for dinner. 

The hotel was built in 1850 to serve as a dormitory for Riche 
ards’ Academy, one of the many small schools which were to be 
found over Georgia, but the academy burned and the dormitory 
became a hotel. It has served as such almost 100 years and is going 
strong. 

On the way to Thomson I wondered what rationing had done 
to the dining room. 

We arrived late. The dining room really had closed, but Mrs. 
Kate Knox Pace held it for us. 

The veteran Negro waiter brought on the food. Rationing hag 
hit the hotel. Mrs. Pace said they were having difficulties. This 
explained, of course, why the menu was so limited. 

Let me see. There was only fried chicken and broiled chicken. 
There was country sausage. There were candied sweet potatoes, 
beans, hot grits for the chicken gravy, spaghetti and cheese, baked 
apples, pickled peaches, fig preserves, jellies, hot biscuits, and at 
least one or two more items I have overlooked. Also, it was an off- 
night, so to speak, being Monday night. 

Yes, it is a pity what rationing has done. Only the sausage 
was on the ration lists. Yet the table groaned with good food. 
Rationing is largely a myth anyhow. With all the fresh vegetables 
to be had, and with chicken and fish unrationed, there is no actual 
shortage. People who live out of cans only have to learn that, ex- 
cellent though the contents of cans may be, the same items may be 
had fresh. | 

Mrs. Pace has had to call off the noonday meals. That was not 
because of rationing, but because so much of the help is gone there 
Simply are not enough waiters and cooks to carry on the full 
schedule. 

It was gratifying to find the finest fortress of food in the state 
carrying on with plenty of marvelous food on te table and no 
attendant strain on the rationing card. 

Mrs. Pace has lived at the hotel for 61 years. As soon as the 
war 4s done, the menu will go back to its pre-war status. But, I 
assure you, only the old-timers would know anything is missing. 
It still is a feast. 


WATSON’S TOWN I never come this way to Thomson but 

that I think of Tom Watson, Georgia’s 
great genius and political firebrand. This was his town. He never 
visited it much. The older residents recall him riding in on horse- 
back and occasionally striding the streets. His home was a few 
miles out. 

He was a genius. His two-volume story of France was recom- 
mended reading in the schools of France. I bought the two volumes 
in Brentano's store on the Avenue of the Opera in Paris 
and brought them home. His story of Napoleon is good. His life 
of Jefferson is also good. 

His political life had many moments of triumph and of bittere 
ness. He came from great poverty to become an author of intere 
national fame and the presidential nominee on the Populist ticket. 
Millions knew his name. Bitter disappointments made his last years 
eccentric, and beclouded some of his real values. 

This was his town and his ghost haunts it as it haunts the 
prejudices of the state. He has had one imitator and that imitator 
he would have scorned for hypocrisy and fraud. 

South Georgia looks good. The earth is red and smells of 
spring. Another month or so and the heat of summer will be on 
the young crops. This is a beautiful and interesting state and it 
demands and receives affection from those who dwell in it. I think 
of that every time I travel across it.

Using Them 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Prophecy is always risky business, and especially so in time 
of war, but those who have faith in air power are still convinced 
that bombers will be the chief factor in our final victory. 

Each war seems to develop some new weapon, or some new use 
of an old one, and the new way of fighting usually insures victory 
unless it is quickly countered. 

British tanks might have won the other war much earlier if 
our military leaders had realized what they could do. When they 
first waddled into battle, followed by infantry, they broke through 
the German lines as thaygh they were unopposed. Victory was 
there for the taking, but the generals hadn't hoped for so much and 
were not prepared to exploit their gains. 

The Germans also had victory within their grasp, earlier in the 
war, if they had realized what poison gas would do. They re- 
leased it on a narrow front, when the wind was right, and the 
Allied troops had no defense against it. They were completely 
demoralized. 

If the Germans had waited to develop gas shells, as both sides 
did later, and then had gassed the whole front at once, their forces 
could have moved forward unopposed and ended the war in a 
matter of days. 

History repeated itself in this war. As the Kaiser’s generals 
muffed their best opportunity to win the other one, so Hitler and 
Goering lost this one when they had it almost won. 

When the Germans began their bombing of England—a method 
of warfare as merciless and as effective as the first use of poison 
gas—they had enough bombérs and combat planes to finish the job. 
They bombed at night, and antiaircraft fire served only to keep 
them high. They destroyed cities, railroad yards, docks, power 
plants, factories, and vast stores of fuel, ammunition and food. 
England seemed doomed. 

Spitfire pilots, fighting day and night, saved civilization. The 
Germans quit because their losses became too heavy. But the 
point is, they were close to victory, and most certainly would have 
put England,out of the war if they had been able and willing to 
keep up their attack tor a few more weeks 

If they could come so close, why doubt that England and Amere- 
ica, with many more and vastly superior bombers, dropping bigger 
and more destructive bombs, and determined never to quit, will

Grandchildren

FORT WORTH, Texas, Monday.—We reached Fort Worth, Texas, 
e very early morning hours, and found some one at the station 
to drive us out to the ranch. Everyone there had given up waiting 
for us. and so all the lights were out. How-

daughter-in-law, Ruth, suddenly realized that 

we had arrived and came to greet us. From

We passed a good many trainloads of boys 

vesterday, going from one camp to another for 

training purposes mostly.

Photographs, books, saddles and pic- 
tures all speak of his interests. The older children, of course, have 
such a vivid memory of his presence that I think they will be able 
make him a real person even to little David.

Shallow Breathing Sign of Shock 


One of the cardinal symp 
signs of shock, whether the 
is due to injury, fright, | 
hemorrhage, or a surgical opera-| 
tion, is shallow breathing. Some-| 
how this sign of shock has not’ 
received as much attention as} 
other and more obvious signs such | 
as pallor, ashen and cold, clam-| 
my skin, complete muscular re-| 
laxation or limpness, dullness of, 
eyes and dilated (wide) pupils, | 
diminished sensibility to pain or| 
other feelings and impaired con-| 
Ssclousness or semi-unconscious- 
ness. 

From one of the classical text- 
books of surgery (International 


Textbook of Surgery) published 
40 years ago I quote this bit about 
shock: 

“The pallor and coldness of the 
surface in shock are due to altera- 
tions in nutrition which depend, 
in their turn upon trophic dis- 


turbances.” 

Hedven knows just what the 
medical author intended to convey 
by that ponderous term “trophic 
disturbances’’—but then, we doc-| 
tors have to pull one like that) 
when we try to explain something | 
we don’t understand very well | 
ourselves. Trophic is a $10 word) 
for nutritional, and nutrition, we 
should remember, means the sup- 
ply of oxygen to the cells and 
tissues of. the body, as well as. 
other essential nutrients. 

“The arrest of tissue-meta- 
mophosis” (gosh all hemlock, this 
time it seems fairly certain that 
the surgical word-wizard meant 
what we call metabolism—the 
combustion process, the oxidation 
process that goes on constantly 
in the body) “leads to respiratory 
disturbances” (excuse it, please, 
folks—a medical author has to 
be constantly on guard lest he 
make a positive statement and 
some other shark pounce upon it 
for a debate.

Make Your Points Stretch 
With Careful Buying 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Nowadays when the harassed 
housewife has to exténd the meat, 
stretch the butter, juggle the ra- 
tion points and eke out the budget, 
any help is welcome. These nu- 
trition tips are purely on the prac- 
tical side. 

You have to hand over extra 
points for round steak that you 
buy to have ground—eight against 
the five for hamburger. But after 
the fat in the hamburger has been 
shrunk through cooking, you might 
come out even in the long run to 
buy the round steak. Or you 
might buy boneless chuck, which 
is cheaper in price and points, and 
have it ground. 

In preparing the chopped meat, 
vary the extenders. Uncooked 
oatmeal is inexpensive and excel- 
lent. Allow three-fourths cup to a 
full cup to a pound of the ground 
meat. Try one of the ready-to-eat 
cereals as an extender. They give 
a delicious flavor. Then, occasion- 
ally, use stale bread, ground up 
into crumbs and moistened, to pad 
out the ground meat. 

You have to think about the 
bone you get along with the meat. 
Since a lamb chop contains so 
much bone, a shoulder veal chop 
is a much better buy—and for 
fewer points, 

Whenever your meat ration 
points seem skimpy, don’t forget 
that you can use your blue stamps 
for dried peas and beans as main 
protein dishes. 


Cheese is a protein that we were | 


combining with an “extender” be- 


fore rationing was ever thought of. 
With one-half pound of cheese, for 
four points, you can make a good 
size dish of macaroni and cheese, 
This makes a nutritious main dish 
for there is protein in the cheese 
and milk and even some in the 
macaroni. Your family will like 
escalloped potatoes and cheese— 
especially if you can spare the 
points to put in a bit of diced ham. 

In stretching the butter with un- 
|diluted evaporated milk or with 
equal parts of whole milk, water 
|and butter, don’t make the mistake 
|of mixing too much at a time. It 
doesn’t keep longer than a few 
days. The stretched butter makes 
a fine spread for bread, but is too 
watery to use on vegetables. Be 
‘‘des, the family will appreciate 
it more right on the table where 
they can see it. 

In cutting up the cubes for the 
table, keep them down to one 
quarter-inch per pat in thickness. 
That gives everyone his quarter 
pound, two points a week, with a 
pat for each meal except three. 
When you serve a poached egg on 
toast, leave off the butter, and use 
mayonnaise for sandwiches. In- 
stead of butier for vegetables, use 
oleo for only five points per 
pound.
